California Congressman Thinks His 
‘Bi Will Tend to Reduce 
Bootlegging. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.— The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
today approved a bill by Represen- 
tative Buck (Dem.), California, for 
a 50 per cent reduction in the tax 
on wines. 

The tax on still wines containing 
14 per cent alcohol is 10 cents a 
gallon; 20 cents on M4 to 21 per 
cent, and 40 cents on 21 to 24 per 
cent. The tax on champagne is 5 
cents a half-pint. 

The measure also would remove 
the present double tax on vermouth, 
liquers and cordials. At present a 


tax is imposed both before and 
after wines are rectified into ver- 
mouth. 

“The average consumption of 


wine before prohibition was 50,000,- 
000 gallons a year,” he said. “Only 
21,000,000 gallons of tax-paid wines 
were sold in 1934, but at least that 
much was bootlegged. We feel that 
reduction of the tax will reduce 
bootlegging and result in increased 
consumption of tax-paid wines.”

He was booked 
at the Sheriff's office in Clayton 
as a “fugitive from St. Louis” and 
was then transferred to Police 
Headquarters in St. Louis. 

He was held three hours while 
his photograph, fingerprints and 
other Bertillon records were taken 
and then released under two bonds 
of $25,000 each, returnable Sept. 3 in 
Judge Dickmann’'s Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. Each bond was 
signed by three professional sure- 
ties—Joseph Webbe, 915 Chouteau 
avenue: Harry Lloyd, 4557 Tower 
Grove place; Martin Lohman, 1906 
Victor street 

Three of Kattelman’s attorneys 
were waiting for him when he 
reached Police Headquarters. They 
said he would make no statement. 
The attorneys present were C. J. 
Stattler, Patrick H. Cullen and 
John B. Edwards, Stattler repre- 
sented Kattelman even before he 
left the office of Assistant United 
States District Attorney and his son 
was one of Kattelman'’s salesmen. 


Warrants on Two Charges. 


Assistant Circuit Attorney Her- 
man D. Olian, who issued the war 
rants at the request of agents of 
the Federal Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, said the max- 
imum penalty o neach charge was 
five years in the penitentiary. 

Kattelman was charged with em- 
bezzling stocks valued at $2700 
which had been deposited with his 
firm as collateral by a customer, 
George J. Rippley, a salesman, of 
351 Fairlawn avenue. The bucket 
shop charge was based also on Kat- 
telman’'s dealings with Rippley. The 
allegation was that he did not buy 
and did not have in his possession 
the stocks he contracted to séll toe 
Rippley. 


Basis of Embezzlement Case. 


Rippley said that last May 16, a 
salesman for Kattelman, who used 
the name Bill Matthews, telephoned 
him and persuaded him to buy 50 
shares of Radio Corporation of 
America stock. On the following 
day he agreed to buy 100 shares of 
Anaconda Copper étock, and on 
May 18 he contracted to buy 200 
shares of Anaconda. 

As collateral to secure his ac- 
count, Rippley said, he deposited 
with the Kattelman firm 10 shares 
of Kennecott Copper stock, 10 
shares of Bethlehem Steel, 25 
shares of Joseph T. Ryerson & Son, 
Inc., and 40 shares of Standard Oil 
of Indiana. Rippley is employed by 
the Ryerson company. 

John E. Gregory, an investigator 
for the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, informed Olian that 
the stocks Rippley posted as col- 
lateral had been sold by the Kat- 
telman firm through A. G. Edwards 
& Son within a few days after they 
were deposited. 

Rippley became suspicious when 
he was unable to get back his 
Standard Oil stock certificates, 
which the Standard Oil Co, had re- 
quested him to send in to be ex- 
changed for other certificates. He 
said the office manager of the Kat- 
telman firm, Jack Chimes, put him 
off with a statement that the mat-

FINAL HOUSE VOTE 
ON COAL BILL StI 
FOR TOMORROW 


Amendments Make Little 
Change in Measure for 
Regulation of Bituminous 


Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—After 
approving the key section of the 
Guffey Coal Stabilization Bill, the 
House completed consideration of 
amendments today. A vote on final 
passage was delayed until Monday. 
It is expected to be close. 

None of the amendments adopted 
seriously changed the bill, which 
would set up a national commission 
to regulate the soft coal industry. 
The key section, a declaration that 
coal mining “directly affects” inter- 
state commerce and thus may be 
regulated by Congress, was ap- 
proved early in the day. 

One amendment, it was said, 
might cause trouble. Presented by 
Representative Griswold (Dem.), 
Indiana, it was designed to give 
small operators a bigger voice in 
the affairs of the 23 district boards 
which would administer the code 
and, with the approval of the na- 
tional commission, fix maximum 
and minimum prices. 

The original bill would have let 
district boards be selected by oper- 
ators within each district on the 
basis of tonnage. Thus, big pro- 
ducers would have more votes. 

Adopted, 66 to 27. 

The Griswold amendment pro- 
vides that the boards shall be of an 
even number, and one-half of their 
producer members shall be “elect- 
ed by the majority in number of” 
producers in the district. It was 
approved over committee protest, 
66 to 27, on a teller vote. 

Representative Hobbs (Dem.), 
Alabama, proposed to put back in 
the bill authority for the Secretary 
of the Interior to buy mines and 
retire them from production. His 
amendment was ruled out of order. 
The purchase provision was 
knocked out by the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

“There are 15,000 persons in Ala- 
bama dependent upon bituminous 
coal mining for their living, and it 
is my deliberate opinion that they 
will be put out of work in 12 months 
if this bill is passed,” Hobbs said. 

Some House opponents of the 
measure said it would pass and 
word came from a Senate Repub- 
lican leader that that branch, too, 
would approve the bill before Con- 
gress adjourns. 

Representative Mitchell (Dem.), 
Tennessee, put through an amend- 
ment to forbid Coal Commission 
members from hiring close blood 
or marriage relatives. 


Only 92 Members Present. 

The hill failed to draw full at- 
tendance. Of the 433 members, 
only 92 were on the floor. That 
included only nine members of the 
34-man Pennsylvania delegation, 
which is greatly affected by the leg- 
islation. 

The Republicans made another 
attempt to keep political patronage 
out of the new agency... Represen- 
tative Mapes (Rep.), Michigan, 
tried to eliminate a provision that 
the Coal Commission's workers 
might be appointed without regard 
to civil service laws. Democrats, 
however, howled him down. 

By a voice vote, the House 
turned down an amendment which 
would have permitted the machin- 
ists’ union to represent in collec- 


tive bargaining the members it 
might obtain in and about the 
mines.

ECONOMY ACT REVISED AGAIN 


Free Hospitalization for Veterans 
Voted by House. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. — 
House today wiped out naother sec- 
tion of the economy act of 1933. It 
passed and sent to the White House 
a Senate bill restoring free hospital 
and domiciliary care to all war 
veterans suffering with permanent 
disabilities, tuberculosis or neur- 
opsychiatric ailments.

It took 
a shrewd study of mass psychology, 
months of patient, secret prepara- 
tion, the seizing of an incident to

The groundwork was laid for 
months, in miners’ lonely cabins 


Meanwhile its investigators will 
be busy assembling, and correlating 
a mass of information already ob- 
tained and running down leads pro- 
duced by the testimony thus far 


taken. 

The committee expects to devote 
all next week to questioning How- 
ard C. Hopson, controlling the Asso- 
ciated Gas & Electric Co., which, he 
testified, borrowed $1,000,000 with 
which to fight the Wheeler-Ray- 
burn holding company bill.

He worked in different sections of 
the county, made friends among the 
miners, became one of them. No 
hint of organization crept into his 
remarks. The time was not ripe. 
but he gauged the poverty of the 
diggers and shared their problems. 
Once he sunk a 35-foot shaft, found 
no tiff, loudly complained because 
his work had gone for nothing, 
dramatized the miners’ complaint 
that such work is “dead work,” 
since they are paid only for what 
they produce. It was not until May 
23 that he began to hold organiza- 
tion meetings. 

Then they were held secretly in 
miners’ lonely shacks. Termed 
house meetings, the gatherings sel- 
dom consisted of more than a dozen 
persons, but they supplemented the 
personal contacts the organizer had 
made as he worked as a laborer. 
The groundwork was being laid. 
The poverty of the miners was em- 
phasized nightly. The organizers 
declared again and again that there 
was no hope for the miners with- 
out a rank-and-file organization. 
But there was no talk of any spe- 
cific demands. It was the planned 
policy for the organizers never to 
make demands for the workers un- 
til they themselves indicated what 
they needed.

Action Against Church Group. 

Secret police in Breslau ordered 
the Confessional Synod of. Silesia 
dissolved on the pround it had mis- 
led the public. Some observers 
thought this might be the first step 
toward undermining the confession- 
al groups in the same way the 
Stahlhelm (Steel Helmets), war vet- 
erans’ organization, has been dis- 
polved. 

Members of the synod have con- 
sistently fought the Nazi program 
for unification of the Protestant 
church, headed by Reichbishop 
Ludwig Mueller. Siles:a, which is 
mostly Catholic, has few confes- 
sional members compared to other 
districts. 

Masonic Lodges Dissolved. 

With a decree by Wilhelm Frick, 
Minister of the Interior, Masonry 
became dead in Germany. He called 
for immediate disbandment of all 
lodges, including those in the Saar. 

Frick acted under a decree issued 
by the late President von Hinden- 
burg for safeguarding the people 
of the state. He charged the lodges 
have engaged in “subversive activ- 
ities.’ Property of all lodges was 
confiscated. Announcement had 
been made Aug. 8 of a plan for 
gradual dissolution.

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UNDERWRITERS FIGHTING 
TAX ON LIFE INSURANCE 


Pending Bill Said to Contain Pro- 
vision Taxing Proceeds as 
Assets of Other Estates. 


A memorandum filed with the 
Senate Finance Committee by the 
National Association of Life Under- 
writers in an effort to discourage 


taxation of the proceeds of life in- 
surance was made public here yes- 
terday by Arthur E. Miller, presi- 
dent of the Life Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis. 

The pending tax bill, as passed 
by the House of Representatives, 
contained a provision taxing life 
insurance proceeds in the same 
manner as any other assets of an 
estate would be taxed. As passed 
by the Senate, the bill would ex- 
empt insurance which had been 
taken out for the purpose of pay- 
ing estate, inheritance or other 
“death” taxes. The bill is now in 
conference. 

The memorandum argued against 
any taxation of life insurance pro- 
ceeds on the ground that the indi- 
vidual who paid for life insurance 
was discharging a social obligation 
by protecting his family, in part, 
from the economic loss which would 
result from his death, and by re- 
lieving the State from the neces- 
sity of caring for his dependents. 
If emergency considerations made 
such a tax necessary, the memo- 
randum said, there should be ap- 
propriate exemptions from the tax.

Declining to reply specifically to 
Margaret Sanger'’s opposition argu- 
ment, Archbishop Murray added: 
“The differences between’ the 
Hitler Government and the church 
at Rome are essentially the same 
as the differences between the 
Catholic Church and the birth con- 
trol movement here.” 

Archbishop Murray explained his 
action in announcing communicants 
might not retain membership in 
birth control organizations or or- 
ganizations with which they § are 
affiliaved, was in line with a papal 
encyclical of three years ago.

wreckage, and then carefully placed 
'in the boat. 


“It is believed the’ natives felt 
the losa of these two great men as 
keenly as we and as we started our 
siow trip back to Barrow one of 
the Eskimo boys began to sing a 
hymn in Eskimo and soon all the 
voices joined jn this singing and 
continued until our arrival at Bar- 
row when we silently bore the 
bodies from the beach to the hos- 
pital, where they were turned over 
to Dr. Greist, who with the kindly 
help of Mr. Brower prepared and 
dressed the bodies. 

“It is doubtful if a person in this 
little village slept that night. All 
sat around the hospital with bowed

Congress Votes to Confirm His 
Title to Land on Which Des- 
ert Mansion Stands.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.-—-A bill 
confirming the title of “Death Val- 
ley” Scotty to the land on which 
is situated his magnificent home, in 
Death Valley, Nevada, has been 
passed by both houses and sent to 
the President for final action. 

It was perhaps half a century ago 
that Scotty—now an old man—ap- 
peared at towns on the outskirts of 
Death Valley with chunks of rich 
gold ore. A gold race ensued. 

He settied on a little epring in the 
edge of Death Valley and bought-— 
or thought he did—the holdings of 
a band of Indians. There he built 
a little shack. 

About 1900, Albert M. Johnson, 
wealthy Chicago business man, in 
ill health, went West. In his wan 
derings, he came upon “Death Val- 


ley” Scotty’s cabin. Johnson 
stayed with Scotty a month or six 
weeks. His health improved. 


Finally he began to put hundreds 
of thousands of dollars into * the 
construction of a huge mansion on 
the site of the little shack near 
the spring. To date, according to 
Senator Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
author of the bill, about $500,000 
has been invested in the mansion 
and it is not entirely completed. 
There is no other dwelling within 
20 miles.

New Local ‘Tire Dicieedins Plant 
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Comfort of Workmen and Accuracy 
of Machining Considered in 
Installation. 


For the first time in automobile 
manufacturing, temperature regu- 
lation and air conditioning are be- 
ing installed in machine shops and 
foundries. This is being done at 
: the Ford Motor Co.'s Rouge fac- 
4 tory, the largest industrial piant in 
the world. The installation already 
4 includes 200,000 cubic feet of build- 
. ings and soon will include 75,000 
{ cubic feet more. 

The purpose is three-fold, accord- 
ing to Ford officials—to control the 
accuracy of fine machining opera- 
tions, such as cylinder lapping; to 
increase the comfort of workmen, 
and to protect the processes from 
dust and dirt. 

For several years the company 
has controlled the temperature in 
jis gauge rooms, so that the ac- 
curacy of gauges, some of which 
register in millionths of an inch, 
shall be insured. Within recent 
months temperature regulation has 
been extended to inspection rooms 
in various parts of the plant. A 
few weeks ago, the cylinder lap- 
ping room was air conditioned. In-}| 
stallation of air conditioning in- 


various mould rooms of the foun- 
dry is in progress. 

The air-washing apparatus which 
had previously been used to supply 
outside air to the foundry collected 
about 42 cubic yards of dirt a week, 
about 42 tons. This fell from the 
water screens into large metal 
pans, of which there were 14, Each 
of these pans filled to a depth of 
five or six inches in. a week, the 
quantity per pan running about 
three cubic yards. 

While it will be impossible to 
control the temperature exactly in 
the casting room because of the 
heat radiated from the ladles of 
molten steel while casting is in 
progress, it will be possible to re- 
duce the temperature and humidity 
greatly and so increase the comfort 
of the men. 


Demand for Safety 
Glass in Cars Being 
Met by State Laws 


With safety plate glass less than 
five years old in its present ef- 
ficient form, motorists and. car 
manufacturers have reacted so fa- 
vorably toward this new safety fac-

Diss Diieiie Used 
to Get Equal Tension 
of Cords in Tire Fabric 


The automobile tire in the mak- 
ing bears as little resemblance to 
the symmetrical tube on which the 
motoring public rides as a tadpole 
does to the frog. A large propor- 
tion of tires look like a flat rubber 
band, 

Then, like the tadpole, they go 
through a metamorphosis, and 
emerge in the form of tires as seen 
on cars. Flat, they leave one ma- 
chine, then under a sudden burst of 
|vacuum, they flip into symmetrical 
‘form, almost like changing a glove 
inside out. 

This process is the drum process, 
which was developed by the United 
States Rubber Co. The method has 
done much toward speeding produc- 
tion and lessening tire cost, and in- 
creasing tire quality. 

Until the drum process was de- 
vised, an iron core, made to the 
size and shape of the tire’s inside, 
'was used as a mold. These were 
‘heavy and difficult to manipulate. 
The required number of plies of 
rubberized fabric were built up on 
the cores, but the tension varied 
with the physical strength of the 
tire builder, so that often a tire had 
both tight and loose cords in its 
‘fabric. This resulted in uneven ten- 


‘sion when the tire was inflated for 
‘use and made it susceptible to blow- 
| out. 

| By the drum process, the rubber- 
\Ized fabric is applied to the drum 
‘and built up to the required num- 
ber of plies. Then the drum is 
collapsed, the tire, in flat form, is 
‘removed and placed in another ma- 
'chine. Vacuum then shapes the 
iflat tire, pressing it against the 
‘Sides of the mold so that when it 
‘is released it is in symmetrical 
|\form and ready for curing. 

| Development of the drum process 
|has resulted in a tire in which each 
cord is equally spaced and adjusted 
as to tension and angle. This is 
|vital today, for a tire must be ac- 
‘curately balanced both as to qual- 
|ity of materials and its cords. 

To insure such a balance, the 
| United States Rubber Co. developed 
ithe web cord process by which the 
cords are passed through a giant 
machine, resembling a loom, lined 
up in absolute parallel and passed 
through a bath of liquid latex which 
iquickly dries, “webbing” the cords 
firmly together. This sheet of cords 
_is covered on both sides with a lay- 
er of heat-resisting rubber. The 
| bonding of the cords into a fabric 
by means of latex eliminates the 
necessity of cross-threads, which 
| generate heat. It is due to this pat- 
‘ented process that U. S. tires are 
|said to be safety bonded.

Airplane Passenger 
Record for World Set 
By American Airlines 


Breaking every passenger record 
of the air transport industry for a 
comparable period, American Air- 
lines carried 19,498 passengers on its 
nation-wide system in July, C. R. 
Smith, president of the company, 
announces. 

In addition to being the greatest 
number of passengers ever carried 
by any air line in a single month, 
Smith pointed out, this total was 
a gain of 2201, or 12.1 per cent, over 
the 17,297 passengers transported in 
June, previous record month for 
the company. It also represented 
a gain of 100.1 per cent over the 
9744 passengers carried in July a 
year ago. 

The company’s seven months 
cumulative total of 96,428 passen- 
gers, Smith said, exceeds the total 
of 95,688 transported in the first 
11 months of 1934 and is within less 
than 8000 of the total of 103,745 pas- 
sengers for the whole year.

The H&H Machine & Motor Parts 
Co. has perfected an oil burning 


Distel-Power, an invention of ‘Ar- 
thur Behling of Chicago, who has 
devoted the last 10 years to perfect- 
ing an oil burner that would suc- 
cessfully operate on trucks and 
buses. 
He has built these units individ- 
ually for the past three years, em- 
bodying his principle, all of which 
have been working with satisfac- 
tion to the owners, it is stated. 
The Distel-Power finit, installed 
upon a Chevrolet engine, will con- 
vert the motor from burning gaso- 
line as fuel to using distillate or 
No. 1 furnace oil. 
Distel-Power is so designed that 
it can readily change from one fuel 
to the other without disturbing the 
unit. 

In starting, it is necessary to use 
gasoline so the unit operates on 
this fuel until the motor becomes 
hot enough to burn distillate, when 
it automatically cuts out the gas 
and burns oil. ‘ 
In burning distillate, no disadvan- 
tages are encountered, az no radi- 
cal changes in the motor are made. 
But the operating expenses are re- 
ducéd 50 per cent and the mileage 
is increased per gallon, due to the 
difference in weight between gaso- 
line and distillate, itris claimed. 

E. R. Michener, sales manager, 
stated that Distel-Power will mean 
a tremendous saving to truck and 
bus operators, both in mileage and 
maintenance cost, E. R. Michener, 
sales manager for the H&H Co., 
said. 

“We do not expect to see these 
units installed in pleasure cars, due 
to the cost as well as the disad- 
vantage one would have in getting 
oil when on the highways, while in 
town he would hardly operate long 
enough to create the desired heat. 
“Some interesting figures have 
been compiled on costs on trucks. 
We recently completed a run from 
Chicago of 317 miles, pulling 18,000 
pounds payload, with a trailer 
weighing 8700 pounds using 37-gal- 
lons of oil and two gallons of gas, 
at an average cost per mile of nine- 
tenths of a cent, or a total cost of 
$2.83.”

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TOKIO, Aug. 17.—Japan'’s mer- 
mena great array of distance and 
preast stroke swimmers—seized a 
commanding lead on the opening 
evening of the Japanese-American 
three-day meet, winning three out 
of four races tonight. 

A close victory in the 300-meter 
medley relay saved the American 
invaders from being completely 
shut out in the opening brush for 
the world’s swimming supremacy. 

The strategy of Suna Robert 
Kiphuth of Yale in not entering 
Jack Kasley of the University of 
Michigan in the 200-meter breast 
stroke, and thus keeping him fresh 
for the medley relay, was chiefly 
responsible for the Americans’ lone 
yictor’ 

Tavior Drysdale of Detroit back 
stroked out a two-meter lead over 
Kiichi Yoshida, which Kasley held 
against the great Reizo Koike, 
Olympic 200-meter record holder, 
who earlier in the evening won that 
event in record-tying time. The lead 
permitted Leter Fick, sprinter from 
the New York Athletic Club, to fin- 
ish ahead of Masanori Yusa, mem- 
ber of the Japanese quartet, which 
get a world record for the 800-meters 
relay at the last Olympic games. 
Koike Ties World’s Record. 


Yusa made a courageous finish in 
an attempt to catch Fick as the 
American combination finished in 
2 minutes 20.2 seconds, the best re- 
corded in competition. 

Drysdale covered his lap in 1:10; 
Kasley in 1:12.2 and Fick finished 
in 58 seconds. 

Koike started the Japanese vic- 
tory parade by equalling the world 
mark of 2:42.6 for the 200-meter 
breast stroke, set two years ago in 
Paris by J. Cartonnet of France. 

A new luminary flashed to the 
surface im the 1500 meters, which 
the Japanese trio swept clean, out- 
distancing Jack Medica of Seattle 
and Ralph Flanagan of Miami. Gen 
Ishiharada seized the lead at the 
thousand meters and steadily 
lengthened it. He finished 20 me- 
ters ahead of Shozo Makino, who 
nosed mut the favored Hiroshi Ne- 
gami, Japanese team captain. 

Medica gave the Japanese a race 
for 1100 meters, then faded 
fourth, 15 meters behind Negami. 
Flanagan was badly distanced. The 
time was 19;12. 

Koike was forced to record-equal- 
{ng time in the breast stroke by 
Tetsuo Hamuro, whose finishing 
spurt nearly brought him in ahead. 
Johnny Higgins of Olneyville, R. L., 
was three meters behind the Japan- 
ese pair. 

Fail to Overcome Lead. 

A whirlwind finish by John Ma- 
cionis of Philadelphia and Art Linde- 
gren of Hollywood almost brought 
victory to America in the 200-meter 
free style race. They all but over- 
hauled Masanori Yua, but the Jap-

300,000 AMERICANS 
CET ARMY TRAINING 


and 


Maneuvers for Regular 
Part-Time Soldiers in 
400 Camps. 


| By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—More 
than 300,000 professional and part- 
time soldiers have been—or will be 
—trained under the War Depart- 
ment’s supervision this summer and 
fall. 

The training is carried on in more 
than 400 camps all over the coun- 
try. The concentrations range from 
the 50,000 men called to duty for 
the First Army’s war games to 
some groups of a dozen or so in 
isolated sections. Dates of train- 
ing periods range throughout the 
summer and fall. 

The biggest war games began 
officially today at Pine Camp, N. Y., 
and Mount Gretna, Pa., with 50,000 
regulars and National Guard troops 
gathering for the First Army's 
maneuvers .under Major-General 
Dennis E. Nolan. (The War De- 
partment has divided its troops into 
four armies, according to regions.) 

The First Army’s games result 
from the success of the maneuvers 
held in New Jerse) last year when 
staff officers maneuvered imaginary 
troops with pencils over maps in 
mock warfare. 

Now the 50,000 men from the New 
England and Atlantic seaboard 
states are taking the place of the 
imaginary soldiers in 10 days’ train- 
ing.

BANK GIVES $49,000 
AS 6 YEARS RENTAL 


United Bank Will Pay $1000 a 
Month During Rest of 11- 
Year Lease. 


The United Bank & Trust Co., 
which has leased the two-story 
building at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Washington avenue 
for a period of 11 years and three 


months, is to pay a lump sum of 
$45,000—the equivalent of $7500 an- 


nually—for the first .six-year pe- 
riod and $1000 a month, or $12,000 
a year for the remainder of the 
term. Under its provisions, the 
lessee is given the privilege of 
terminating the lease at the end of 
the first six years, Nov. 13, 1941. 

The first six years’ rental rate 
actually will be higher than indi- 
cated above, as full payment being 
made the first year, the lessee loses 
the interest on the money paid in 
advance. 

The lessor is the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., trustee for the E. C. Sim- 
mons estate, owner of the property. 
Thomas F. Stephens of the First 
National Company conducted the 
negotiations, which had been pend- 
ing for several months. 

The building was formerly occu- 
pied by the old Franklin Bank, 
lunder a 25-year lease, made in 1916 
‘when the structure was built. In 
1928, the Franklin Bank was merged 
with the American Trust Co. inthe 
formation of the Franklin-Ameri- 
can Trust Co. The Franklin-Amer- 
ican company assumed the 25-year 
lease, the date of expiration of 
which was Nov. 3, 1941, and which 
called for an annual rental of $18,- 
000. 

As a compromise, on Aug. 13 
1935, the Franklin-American Trust 
Co. agreed to pay the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., as trustee for the 
Simmons estate, $89,000 to cancel 
this lease, which had six years and 
three months to run. This amount 
was accepted by the St. Louis Un- 
ion in full for the obligations of 
all rentals, etc., to accrue between 
those dates. 

Of this amount, $45,000 will come 
from the United Bank & Trust Co., 
the new lessee of the building, it 
being accepted by the St. Louis

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Higher Prices Mark Change 
for Situation Over Coun- 
try — Definite Trend of 
Capital Into Field. 


Change in the whole real estate 
situation has already begun to 
translate itself, generally, over the 
country, into higher prices. This, 
the best news of real estate for 
some years, tops the report of the 
twenty-fifth semin-annual survey 
of the real estate market, released 
today by the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. The survey 
draws from confidential statements 
of member real estate boards in 251 
cities. It shows: 

Market activity increased in 81 
per cent of all cities reporting. 
Prices received now higher than a 
year ago in 61 per cent of cities. 
Not at any time since activity- 
trend and price-trend tables have 
been compiled by the association 
(beginning December, 1925, and De- 
cember, 1926, respectively), has so 
high a proportion of cities shown 
an up-trend. 

Definite trend of capital to seek 
real estate investment. Rents for 
single-family dwellings going up in 
71 per cent of cities. (Have reached 
in metropolitan centers approxi- 
mately 75.9 per cent of the 1926 
level.) Apartment rent movement 
is upward in 65 per cent of cities. 
(Rates still at 52.5 per cent of 1926 
level. Currently marking time.) 
Some up-movement in _ business 
property rents for downtown space. 

Few Loars Negotiated. 

Striking change in degree to 
which mortgage loans are avail- 
able for new home building. Real 
estate boards in 81 per cent of the 
cities state it is now actually possi- 
ble to obtain such loans in their 
communities. But they add that 
loans actually negotiated are. still 
generally few, and extremely con- 
servative. Tend to be 50.per cent 
loans, 60 per cent for new home con- 
struction. Much-advertised long- 
term low-rate loans are non-ex- 
istent as yet in most communities. 
Many cities say banks, particular- 
ly, are reluctant to act uncer FHA 
plan. Few communities show loans 
on practicable terms for operative 
builders. 

Extreme geographical variations, 
particularly in sales activity. But 
improvement is general over the 
country in every major real estate 
factor. 

Large cities are very definitely 
leading in recovery. 

Shortage of single-family space in 
69 per cent of cities. But with ad- 
justment going on as to loan terms 
and loan practices, uncertainty still 
felt by families as to their future 
income, and construction costs still 
in unfavorable ratio to rent levels, 
there is in general an .extremely 
conservative amount, as yet, of new 
home building. Many cities cite 
need of new dwellings but lack of 
available financing. 

Real estate market activity has 
shown itself predominantly increas- 
ing since mid-summer survey of 
1933. Price levels began to show 
measurable up change a year later. 
In the present survey, every city of 
over 200,000 population reporting is 
experiencing a more active market. 
Over 75 pes cent of these larger 
cities report higher selling prices. 


Supply-Demand Situation. 
Notwithstanding the _ so-called 
“hesitation period” observed in gen- 
eral business, absorption of single- 
family space is shown to be pro- 
ceeding steadily, with 69 per cent of 
the cities already showing a short- 
age. 

The supply-demand situation for 
apartment space is little changed

RENTS GOING UP $2.50 10 $7.50 
IN SOUTHERN CITIES THIS FALL 


By the Associated Press. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 17.—Rent 
is on the way up in the south, and 
moving day in the fall will find 
thousands of apartment dwellers 
paying from $2.50 to $750 more 
monthly for their living quarters. 

Some rental agents here have al- 
ready notified apartment occu- 
pants of advances of from $5 to 
$7.50 a month in their rent, begin- 
ning with the new leases Oct. 1 
while others plan a hike of $2.50. 

Gilmer Richardson, president of 
the Real Estate Board of Mem- 
phis, said: “There is shortage of 
both apartments and houses for 
rent. Then, too, all apartments 
have been operated at a loss for 
the last five years. Rents were 
slashed drastically from year to 
year as building owners found their 
tenants unable to pay normal rent 
during the depression. Most apart- 


carrying charges. Many apartments 
have been sold at foreclosure sales. 
Times are improving. People gen- 
erally are a little better able to pay 
a more reasonable rental. Even 
with another increase rents will be 
far below normal.” 

The increase in Atlanta averages 
around $2.50 a unit. In Nashville, 
Tenn, a $2.50 increase is in pros- 
pect. 
from that of six montns ago. Of 
cities reporting, 29 per cent show 
a shortage, only 6 per cent of the 
cities show an over-supply, while 
65 per cent show normal balance. 

Some further absorption is shown 
in business property, though 26 per 
cent of the cities still show over- 
supply here. While central business 
space is renting higher in 41 per 
cent of the cities, properties in out- 
lying business districts tend to rise 
in only 20 per cent of the cities, are 
on the level of last year in 73 per 
cent of the cities. 

Office buildings are lagging be- 
hind business properties in the mat- 
ter of supply-demand, as measured 
by rent changes. Central office 
space is at last year’s rate in 80 
per cent of the cities. The present 
survey, however, begins to show 
predominance of up over down re- 
ports both in office rents and in 
rents for outlying business prop- 
erty. In respect to central business 
properties, this turn came six 
months ago. 

Mortgage Money Supply. 

Substantial advance is shown In 
degree to which money is available 
for real estate mortgage loans. Of 
the cities reporting, 52 per cent 
show capital seeking investment, 
while only 34 per cent show loans 
seeking capital. Six months ago 
only 37 per cent of the cities showed 
capital seeking mortgage place- 
ment, while 52 per cent show loans

ported for any other month since 
March, 1934, when the PWA was at 
its peak. According to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation the contract total for 
all classes of construction reported 
for July in the 37 eastern states 


amounted to $159,249,900. During 
June the volume was $148,005,200 
while in July of last year the total 
was only $119,662,300. 

The chief item of significance in 
the July record is to be found in 
the continued activity in the resi- 
dential field, as distinguished from 
other classes of construction, For 
residential building, the July total 
amounted to $48,371,800; this was al- 
most two and one-half times the 
volume reported for July, 1934. The 
residential total for July slipped 
about 3 per cent from the June con- 
tract volume of $49,832,600 but that 
is less than is customary at this sea- 
son of the year. 

Improvement in residential bulld- 
ing over July, 1934, was shown in 
each of the major geographic areas 
east of the Rocky Mountains with 
the sole exception of the New Or- 
leans Territory (Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi combined). The largest rel- 
ative gains were reported in the 
Middle Atlantic States, the South- 
east, the Chicago Territory and the 
Kansas City district. 

For the first seven months of 
1935 residential construction con- 
tracts in the 37 eastern states to- 
taled $256,545,000. This is in exe 
cess of the total for all of 1934 and 
compares with a total of only $151,- 
592,500 for the corresponding seven 
months of last year. 

Despite the large improvement in 
residential work the contract total 
for all clasges of construction cov- 
ering the first seven months of this 
year is less than that reported for 
the corresponding period of 1934. A 
year ago the total was $973,764,200; 
this year’s total was $855,756,700, 


favorable situation for real estate. 
But they are as yet by no means 


general. Rates are steady in 59 per 
cent of the cities, falling in 38 per 
cent of the cities, rising in 3 per 
cent of the cities. Six months ago 
they were steady in 69 per cent of 
the cities, falling in 24 per cent, ris- 
ing in 7 per cent of the cities. 


FOR ADDITIONAL 


The most striking change shown 
by the survey is in degree to which 
mortgage loans are now obtainable 
for new home building. Of the cities 
reporting through their real estate 
boards, 81 per cent state that it is 
now possible, in actual practice, to 
obtain such loans in their commu- 
nity. This is against only 51 per 
cent so reporting six months ago. 
Regionally, the report on this 
question is as follows:

SOME QUERIES ABOUT THE TAX BILL. 

The new tax bill, whipped together by Congress 
with haste unduplicated in the case of any other 
major tax measure within memory, is now in confer- 
ence to iron out differences between the House and 
the Senate. In many respects, it arouses curiosity. 

Since Mr. Roosevelt in January practically assured 
the country he would call for no new taxes this 
year, what accounts for his change of mind in June? 

How does it happen that Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau would make no specific recommenda- 
tions as to the bill when asked to do so by the 
Senate Finance Committee, in view of the fact that 
most major tax measures are drafted in detail by the 


Treasury Department? 
What relation, if any, does the tax bill hear to the 


Government's general financial picture, since all 
major tax measures should be so related? 

What was behind the original intention of leaders |

Why was the La Follette amendment, lowering in- 
come tax exemptions and thus greatly widening the 
hase of the tax and its fruitfulness as a revenue 
producer, frowned upon by the administration and 
finally killed? 

What answer can be made to the charge that this 
tax program represents a politically inspired effort 
to take the wind out of the sails of Huey Long's 
Share-the-Wealth program? 

What answer can be made to the further charge 
that political fear is at the basis of the administra- 
tion’s refusal to permit debate of the whole tax 
question to be continued until Congress meets in 
1936, a general election year? 

We do not mean to imply that the tax measure 
and its objectives are without merit. If it were 
fitted into the whole scheme of Federal taxation, it 
might very well represent an extraordinary advance 
toward justice in taxation. 

As it is, it is difficult to witness the sledge-hammer 
technique of the administration in this instance with- 
out serious misgivings. It may he the modus op- 
erandi of vote-seeking politics. It is not the way of 
statesmanship.

Messrs. Ickes and Hopkins 
did not mention any specific amount of money, but 
Senator Clark, who was present at the conference, 
thought it would be between $10,000,000 and $12,000,- 
000. It is assumed the Government would later con- 
tribute sums necessary to complete the project. 

As we read Mr. Hay’s statement, however, the city 
ig estopped from turning over the bonds to the Fed- 
eral Government “unless and until’ the Federal Gov- 
ernment contributes three times as much as their 
face value. It has not done so, nor, according to 
Mesars.

Here is what these historians said about the late 
Sage of Claremore and Beverly Hills: 


With the cultural nonchalance of a_ genial 
cowboy, Rogers threw his lariat over many a 
storied urn and animated bust and yanked it 
from.its pedestal: occasionally he thrust a pierc- 
ing rapier into the thick hide of the Philistine: 
sometimes he dissolved a pompous political show 
in a hearty uproar. .,. Reviewing the oil scan- 
| dal, he made one of the Senators ask, on hearing 
that President Coolidge would not give inde- 
pendence to the Philippines: “What's the matter? 
Have they struck oil, too?” In this spirit, 
Rogers surveyed the Machine Age, bringing with- 
in the range of his philosophic patter everything 
from chewing gum to foreign affairs—carefully 
avoiding the temptation to put too many plums 
into any single pudding. There was novelty and 
daring in his performance, if not genius—the 
spirit of the frontier revived.

T has been noted before in this column, 
] wnat must have occurred to many, that 

the appearance of an authentic child’s 
book is a rare event. Books for children 
and about children are as the grasses of 
the field. They are written in the main 
by well-meaning and even gifted people who 
sincerely love children, and a surprising 
proportion of such books are finely printed 
and illustrated and bound. But rarely does 
a writer achieve that state of consciousness 
within which the world of normal! childhood 
may exist as a reality of beauty and awe 
and goodness. 

It is one of the curious notions of adults 
that, having “put away childish things,” 
they are wise; that at last they have at- 
tained the one valid state of knowing be- 
yond which there can be only fantastic 
imaginings. But if this be true, it is hard 
to understand how we manage to make such 
a tragic mess of things for each other as 
we do. 

Perhaps this growing-up business, as we 
generally understand it, is largely a matter 
of industrious forgetting of something good 
to know; an industrious learning of invented 
complexities that maybe aren’t so at all. And 
surely it is an ugly and distressing world 
that most of us manage to realize about us, 
for all our alleged wisening with years. 
Not many grown-ups are often really happy. 

Everyone must have met the sort of very 
old person whom pain and sorrow have mel- 
lowed and sweetened and touched again with 
the old humble wonder, long forgotten. They 
don't seem to happen very often, for rea- 
sons that should be readily intelligible to 
all of us; but they do happen; and it is 
a fine experience to meet them. The adult 
world is full of childishness, as anybody may 
know by keeping his ears and eyes open; 
and it is quite as conspicuous in high places 
as in low—perhaps more so. But to “be- 
come as little children” is something di- 
vinely different. ~ 

To those who may read sentimentalism 
into the ancient saying, an experiment is 
suggested. Set forth the problem of our 
world to any good and normally intelligent 
child of 12, being careful to make a clear 
and honest statement. If you are able to 
make such a statement, you will get the 
answer. 

So the creating of authentic children’s 
books may well be rather more than a 
merely “literary” matter. It may be one 
of the very high achievements of genius. 
At any rate, one brooding over such a book 
is likely to become vividly aware of certain 
fundamenta] truths about the really viable 
relationships of human beings to one an- 
other and to the earth and to the seasons 
and to all living things. 

One feels all this with happy gratitude 
in reading the two simple tales by Hans

The first 1s 
about a little Norwegian peasant girl who 
was so faithful to her job of herding goats 
that she finally became head milkmaid;

But it is the 
underlying world-view that will matter to 
those grown-ups who have come to suspect 
that adults may “know” too much that 
really isn’t so at all. This world-view is no- 
where stated; but it is like a glowing 
warmth somewhere back of all the sim>le 
words. 

When any reader closes a book grateful- 
ly conscious of a deepened sympathy for 
men and animals,.a sense of happy humil- 
ity, of adoring wonder at the strangeness 
and beauty of things, then surely he has 
incurred such a debt as men grow rich

House Investigators 
Sub-Committee to City 
Within Six Weeks.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
House committee investigating 
Mortgage refinancing will send a 
subcommittee to St. Louis to hold 
hearings some time within the next 
six weeks, it was decided today. 
Because the committee desires to 
issue subpenas, the exact date of 
the hearings will not be announced. 

The subcommittee, according to 
Chairman Sabath, will be made up 
of Representative Claude A. Fuller 
(Dem.), Arkansas, and Representa- 
tive Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.), LIl- 
linois. 

“Our investigators have been in 
St. Louis for several wteks,” Dirk- 
sen said, “and they have turned up 
a great many situations that re- 
quire thorough examination.” 

Although a minority member of 
the committee, Dirksen has taken 
a most active part in pressing the 
investigation into what he has 
called the “mortgage refinancing 
racket.”

This was used to brush off insects without 
injuring them. for the Buddhist priests were not 
supposed to take life unjustly and‘a flea-bite was 
no Capital crime 

Kuan Hsiu's drawings became famous throughout 
China. When the Emperor K‘ien-lung visited the 
Sacred Cause Mo ,astery in 1757 he caused an enor- 
mous theological fuss by writing a long eulogy on 
them suggesting, in passing, that several Lo-Han had 
been given wrong names. As a matter of fact* the 
priests had made some changes in the nomenclature 
and one of the Lo-Han was given two portraits out 
of the 16. But the priests were inwardly furious 
that the Emperor should have suggested a change in 
the names. In spite of the imperial command they 
went on calling their Lo-Han by the names they had 
become accustomed to—at first quietly, under their 
breath: then openly. Despite the fact that the whole 
concept was largely a pure feat of the imagination, 
once it had become established it had its stand pat- 
ters who refused to budge an inch. 3

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9 HE other day in a 
laboratory in Rus- 
sia a group of 
scientists and mu- 
gicilans came _ to- 
gether to see a mo- 
vie version of a 
piece of music, the 
well-known Rach- 
maninoff Prelude 
in C Sharp Minor. That may sound 
silly. Any child knows that one 
doesn’t see music—in the movies or 
anywhere else. Yet the performance 
really was partly visual. Abstract 
shapes—jagged lines, circles and tri- 
angles—flashed across the ‘screen, a 
shifting accompaniment to the piano 
tones emerging from the amplifier. 
The visual images were supposed to be 
the basic design of the music, scien- 
tifically translated into shapes. Per- 
haps that doesn’t altogether make 
sense either; anyone acquainted with 
conventional music notation could 
have gotten a better idea of what 
was represented had the printed 
score been projected on the screen 
by an old-fashioned magic lantern. 

But what was distinctly impres- 
sive—almost uncanny—about the per- 
formance was the fact that the notes 
which came from the loudspeaker 
were not a reproduction of piano tones 
at all, though they certainly sounded 
like them. There had been no mu- 
sical instrument, no musician, to start 
with. Instead of a piano there had 
been a camera, instead of an artist, 
a physicist. The sound track from 
which the tones were coming was 
purely synthetic. It had been made 
by photographing vibration patterns 
cut out with a scissors in imitation of 
the vibration patterns a piano makes 
when its tones are translated into two- 
dimensional shapes on the sound 
track of a talkie film. 

To understand this one must go 
back to the time when the talkies 
first came into existence and get a 
general impression of what occurs 
when music is recorded on a film. 
Since that time a group of Russian 
physicists and musicians have been 
analyzing and studying the sound 
tracks which record the tones of mu- 
sical instruments and the voices of 
movie actors. It isn’t necessary here 
to go into the mechanical details of 
how those tracks are made. It is 
enough to know that by use of a 
photo-electric cell—one of those mys- 
terious mechanical phenomena where- 
by sound is transmuted into light and 
back again—it is possible to get a 
vibration pattern on a photographic 
film, which is similar to the vibrations 
of sound waves in the air. In other 
words, it is possible to photograph 
sound——not only possible, but it is 
done as part of the routine of making 
a talking picture. 

These Russian scientists found with- 
out much trouble that various types 
of musical sound leave various kinds 
of lines on the film. A violin, which 
has a relatively high frequency, leaves 
a very thin horizontal line extending 
all the way across the sound track. 
The lowest tones of a cello leave heavy 
black lines extending only about half- 
way across the track.

of every instru- 
ment has its own , 
unique character- 
istics, which, 
translated into lines, as- 
sume a distinct length, thick- ‘* 
ness and intensity. 

Among those who made 
these early observations was 
Professor M. Yankovski. He 
among others began  ex- 
perimenting with the imitating of 
thousands of tiny lines which the 
photo-electri¢é method leaves on the 
sensitive film of the sound track, and 
thus obtaining artificially the sounds 
produced by musical instruments— 
even of musical instruments which do 
not exist. 


EFORE trying that, however, 

B he tried making lines in a purely 
arbitrary way to see what they 
would sound like. He took recurrent 
designs used in ornamentation and re- 
produced them along a 60-foot sound 
track. He tried out series of trian- 
gles, even cut out his own profile and 
photographed that on the film in a 
long series of repetitions. The 
sound of his silhouette, he says, was 
something like a weird, chromatic 
fantasia on the violoncello. He also 
tried this with the silhouette of a fe- 
male body, the contour of a stream- 
lined automobile ‘and so on. None of 
this was done very seriously, just out 
of curiosity. 
Professor Yankovski's serious work 
was to try to change the lines of re- 
corded music in such a way that it be- 
came more purely the notes the com- 
poser writes in his manuscript. A 
musical note written by a composer 
is never, after all, precisely the note 
which the musical instrument for 
which it is written reproduces. It is 
a symbol for musical notes that ex- 
ist only in the composer’s mind. 
Sometimes, of course, musical nota- 
tion is inadequate to show the com pos-

er’s exact intention. Sometimes the 
instrument is incapable of producing 
a note that is pure. A piano note, for 
instance, is slightly imperfect at the 
point where the hammer strikes the 
strings. A harp or a harpsichord note 
is even more so, for there the string 
is plucked and changes its shape 
enough to be out of tune for an in- 
stant. A violin bow grates on the 
string for a moment and produces a 
sound which the composer didn’t in- 
tend to put into the music. And these 
extraneous sdUnds and imperfections 
are bound to exist, no matter how ac- 
complished the musician, how fine his 
instrument. 

Professor Yankovski decided to see 
whether it would not be possible to 
erase some of these imperfections 
from the sound track and thus make 
the tone of the reproduction even 
more perfect than the tone of the 
original music. 


lines of the sound track he was 

able, for example, to find the 
place where a grating bow impairs 
the pure violin tone. He was able to 
retouch the film in such a way that 
this type of sound was removed. Like- 
wise he was able to amputate the 
slight ping of the hammer on the 
piano strings, thus obtaining a tone 
of immaculate smoothness. 

It occurred to him also that the 
various registers of almost every in- 
strument differ in purity of timbre. 
Since an ideal reproducing instru- 
ment should be able-*though none 
are—to catch every frequency with- 
in the range of musical tones, even 
those which do not exist in any 
known musical instrument, he deter- 
mined to try to make the reproduc- 
tion of every instrument similar to the 
timbre of its finest ottave. In other 
words, if a certain register or octave 
played on a trumpet is superior in 
purity to all the others, he would try 
to make them all of equal excellence. 
This he proposed to do by what is 
called varied-scale copying. This 
method is too complex and too little 
known to describe yet with any hope 
of accuracy. ~ 

In this eonnection it is sufficient 
to know that Professor Yankov- 
ski hopes to be able to reproduce 
scales for all instruments with the 
highest note as pure and full as the 
middie notes and the lower notes. In 
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other words, he is trying to achieve 
what musicians will call absolute per- 
fect balance. 

He has not achieved this yet, by any 
méans. Possibly his efforts and those 
of his successors in the experiment 
will never achieve it. But if they do, 
the result will be closer to pure mu- 
sic—the unsubstantial idea existing 
only in the mind—than any instru- 
ment or group of instruments is now 
tapable of producing. Every tone of 
the horn will be as clear and un- 


broken as the finest tone the finest. 


horn has ever emitted. The highest 
harmonic on a violin will be as rich as 
the liquid tones of the D string. The 
whistling overtones of flute and picco- 
lo, the falsetto catch: of the reed in- 
struments, the rattle of a base viol— 
all these will be eliminated from the 
reproduction of an orchestra. 

Of course there is the possibility, 
supposing that such a transformation 
can ever be accomplished, that the 
result will be nothing like what one 
is accustomed to refer to as music. It 
may be so highly refined that all its 
emotional content will be erased. It 
may turn out to be music without a 
soul. 

That remains to be discovered. On 
the other hand, synthetic music of 
this sort may be found so satisfactbry 
that it will supplant to a large ex- 
tent the miusic one is accustomed to 
hear in concerts. 

Meanwhile other experiments are 
being made. In Professor Yankov- 
ski’s investigations he started with the 
recorded sounds of real musical in- 
struments. Another Russian, Profes- 
sor N. Voinov, has attempted to pro- 
duce the same sounds artificially. It 
was he who worked out the piano solo 
referred to above. 

Professor Voinoy’s system is as 
painstaking and difficult as the mak- 
ing of an animated cartoon, or con- 
siderably more so. He began by 
sketching the lines on the sound track 
as they appeared under a magnifying 
glass. 

Then he photographed his draw- 
ings and ran the photographs through 
the reproducing machine. But this 
proved too tedious, so instead of 
copying the lines by hand, he cut out 
a series of shapes representing va- 
rious tones of a piano. These looked 
like a group of combs with teeth of 
various length and thickness. As- 
sembling a collection of 80 such combs 
he had the basic elements of the 80 
half-tones of a piano, one comb for 
each note. 

To produce a bar of piano music, 
Professor Voinoyv arranged the combs 


‘In order, each corresponding to the 


written notes he wished to reproduce. 
Then he photographed these, one 
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after another on the sound track, 
Each comb had, of course, to be pho- 
tographed again and again. A whole 
note was photographed four times a 
often as a quarter note. Just how 
many times a comb had to be re-photo- 
graphed to get an adagio half note 
can be worked out with a metronome 
and a stop watch. The individual 
photograph gives a tone lasting one 
twenty-fourth of a second. The Ratb- 
maninoff prelude, which required 
three minutes to reel off, took more 
than 4000 photograph frames to pro 
duce. 

Another method whereby somewhat 
similar results can be obtained is the 
use of spinning discs with perforated 
patterns. Since the pitch of notes ob 
tained in this way is regulated by the 
speed with which they revolve and 
only the timbre is affected by the pat- 
tern, the result is a whining chromatic 
scale. 

To the layman all this mixing up of 
shape and sound is hopelessly confus 
ing, however fascinating. When one 
can catch in one’s hand the light beam 
over which a musical sound is travel- 
ing and thus stop it short, the result % 
is a bit eerie. 


HEN one can turn the shape of 
VW a spinning disc into a particu 

lar kind of musical note 
certain arrangement of certain-sised 
holes into the timbre of a flute, 
another into the timbre of a violin 
the confusion between sound and 
shape is bewildering and almost i= 
comprehensible. And yet the mere 
fact that these shapes can be cut out 
in cardboard and held in the hand, 
seen through a microscope, is unde 
niably apparent. 

From this it is an obvious step 
try to get a movie of abstract shap@ f 
to symbolize the music. This need 20 
longer be a merely arbitrary series of 
shapes, a subjective impression of th 
music. Since each tone has § 
definite sound shape it should 
possible to work out reasonably ané 
scientifically the shape of a sonats 

But here again the question is, will 
the mathematics and science of all this 
mean anything sufficiently immediat®, 
can it become sufficiently subject” 
and intimate, to have any emotl 
meaning? Merely because the py 
sicist can prove that a certain shap 
can be turned into the high C of 3 
flute, over the G of a violin choir an¢ 
the E of violas and clarinets, will th? 
mind strike a responding chord? Whe® 
the composer writes a certain ebord 
or interval on a sheet of ruled pap® 
he knows beforehand how it will effet 
a listener—or he can know if he # 
sufficiently well versed in his art. BU 
whether the mind will ever responé 
in the same way to abstract shap® 
thrown on a screen in such a way thé 
an artistic-scientific movie photos 
rapher can predict the effect, th®* 
remains to be tested.

Stolen Jewels 


But Noel C. Scaffa, Who Has Kept 
One Foot in Park Avenue and One in - 

the Underworld, Has at Last Been 

Caught in One of His Own Nets. 


Mrs. Jessie Woolworth Donahue, whose jewels 
were recovered by Scaffa.

NEW YORK. 
HEN a jury in Fed- 
eral Court here re- 
cently found pok- 
er-faced Noel C. 
Scaffa guilty of 
perjury, it put a 
temporary stop to 
one of the most re- 
markable of detec- 
tive careers. Scaf- 
fa's forte is recovering society's stolen 
jewels. Moving quietly and without 
fuss, he has regained more than 
$2,000,000 worth of “hot ice.”’ Police 
everywhere speak with admiration of 
his prowess. Where they have failed, 
he has succeeded. He has, moreover, 
been liberal in splitting rewards and 
in giving the public the impression 
that it was the cops, not he, who did 
the excellent work. 

Seaffa might have gone on indefi- 
nitely with one foot: in the under- 
world and the other in Park avenue 
if it hadn't been for the Department 
of Justice and its pestiferous G-men. 
J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the depart- 
ment's Bureau of Investigation, held 
that the .sleuth’s relations with the 
underworld were inimical to the pub- 
lic weal and set his men on the trail. 
Seaffa had just engineered the re- 
turn of $185,000 worth of gems taken 
by robbers from socially prominent 
Mrs. Margaret Hawkesworth Bell, and 
the whole affair looked fishy to Hoo- 
ve! In the end he proved it fishy, 
and out of this hunch came Scaffa’s 
conviction. 

The Bell case wasn't the first one 
which got Seaffa in trouble with the 
law In 1925 he was indicted and 
tried in Gerieral Sessions for 
compounding a felony. The _ indict- 
Ment grew out of his mysterious re- 
covery of $245,000 worth of jewels 
Stolen from Mrs. Jessie Woolworth 
Donahue. But one jury disagreed and 
the second brought in a directed ver- 
dict of not guilty. 
the Bel! case Scaffa 
stuck his neck out. and the Federals 
cracked it. Called before the Feder! 
grand jury to tell how he had re- 
trieved Bell's diamonds and 
pearis, he told a tall yarn about a 
Strange young man giving him a key 
to the locker in which the jewels re- 
posed Further, he professed an ig- 
horance of the whereabouts of the 
Fems that didn’t jibe with his known 
familiarity with doings of the jewel- 
grabbing underworld set. The Gov- 
ernment proved to the satisfaction of 
the jury that he Hed. 

The trial shed the first Nght the 
Pubdlic ever. had on Scaffa's devious 
manipulations and, to his great dis- 
‘ress, depicted him in a Machiavellian 
role that astounded even those closest 
to him 

The Bell robbery took place in the 
Miami-Biltmore Hotel on January 26, 
last. Mrs. Bell. just back from the 
Hialeah race track, was sipping a 
‘ocktail with Harry Content, New 
York broker, when two maskeé men

entered, displayed revolvers and made 
off with the jewels. : 

It was significant of the implicit 
faith the insurance companies had in 
Scaffa’s genius that Toplis & Harding, 
American agents for Lloyd's, which 
had insured the missing gems, passed 
up the Miami police and the Govern- 
ment and sought out the soft-spoken 
private detective in the modest office 
of the Scaffa Detective Agency, 111 
John street. 
Henry L. Glidden, president of Top- 
lis & Harding, said that on Scaffa’s 
word that he could recover the loot 
if he had $50,000, he handed the de- 
tective that amount in cash over a 
New York luncheon-table on March 6. 
At 8:30 o'clock that night, he related 
from the witness stand, the sleuth 
turned up at the Glidden apartment, 
14 Sutton place, with the swag—a 
pearl rope, a 32-karat square-cut dia- 
mond bracelet, three strings of pearls, 
a sapphire and diamond bracelet, a 
guard ring and a heart-shaped dia- 
mond ring. He even handed back 
$10,000, saved apparently by driving a 
hard bargain, Glidden said. 

But the genius of Scaffa did not 
end here. There still remained the 
delicate job of getting the jewels 
back to their owner in a way that 
would not arouse public suspicion. 
Scaffa argued that the Miami Beach 
police would be ‘“‘embarrassed’’ un- 
less permitted to ‘“find’’ the loot on 
the home ground, and Glidden agreed, 
placihg himself in Scaffa’s hands. The 
treasure reposed innocently in a 
clothes closet in Glidden’s apartment 
while Scaffa pondered. It was in a 
zipper overnight bag. 


N MARCH 18 the press services 
() aries a story saying the miss- 

ing jewels had been discovered 
in a bus terminal locker in Miami 
Beach by the astute Chief of Detec- 
tives, Eugene Bryant. Subsequently, 
one of the robbers, Charles Cali, was 
permitted to plead guilty to a reduced 
charge of robbery without a gun (al- 
though witnesses said he had one) 
and was given a minor sentence. The 
case against his accomplice, Nicholas 
Montone, was nolle prossed.- 

In the two weeks which intervened, 
Scaffa had pulled many strings, tes- 
timony at the trial showed. Every- 
thing from the fake finding of the 
swag to the leniency for the robbers 
was his work, the jury heard. First, 
he had a Glidden employe take the 
jewels to the Chicago office of Toplis 
& Harding and hold them in readiness 
for a quick trip to Miami Beach. Glid- 
den himself later went to Chicago to 
await word from the master fixer. 

Seaffa took the train to Miami 
Beach and registered at the Hotel 
Villa D’Este. For five days he in- 
trigued to set the stage for the opera 
bouffe return of the jewels. Bryant, 
who has since resigned to become a 
race track guard in Boston, testified 
that he had several chats with Scaffa, 
during which the division of the re- 
ward money was planned, most of it 
going to policemen, and Bryant was 
commissioned to “‘pay off’’ the County 
Solicitor’s office in return for leniency

to Montone and Cali. Scaffa 
even went to Mrs. Bell and 
asked her to be lenient with 
the robbers, the jury heard 
from Mrs. Bell. 
Continuing his story. 
Bryant said that at first 
Scaffa thought the jew- 
els ought to be ‘‘found’”’ 
in Bryant’s automobile, 
but that subsequently he 
evolved the locker idea. 
When all was in 
readiness, Scaffa 
called Glidden by 
long distance tel- 
ephine. He in- 
structed Glidden 
to select someone 
who was physically inconspicuous and 
to commission him to carry the jew- 
els to Miami Beach by airplane. Glid- 
den picked Thomas J. Crowley, a 
smallish young man in his employ. In 
accordance with orders from Scaffa, 
Crowley traveled as T. J. Douglas, and, 
on arriving, registered at Hotel Fla- 
mingo under that name. 

On March 17, the day after his ar- 
rival, he contacted Scaffa at the Villa 
D'Este and received instructions to 
cache the jewels in a public locker in 
the bus terminal. Crowley did, giving 
Scaffa the key that evening in front 
of a drug store on Flagler street. 

Scaffa had lunch with Bryant next 
day. As Bryant told the jury: “I in- 
formed Scaffa that I had a message 
from the County Solicitor’s office that 
it was all right to go ahead. He hand- 
ed me the key to the locker and 
asked me if I didn’t think I was 
lucky.” 

Scaffa hurriedly returned to New 
York after Mrs. Bell had gotten her 
gems back. But the G-men stepped in 
before the reward money could be 
whacked up among the cops. They 
set about trapping Scaffa. 

Summoned before the Federal grand 
jury in New York, Scaffa glibly relat- 
ed his version of the jewel episode 
which the Government punctured so 
tompletely at his trial. His counsel, 
George Z. Medalie, former United 
States Attorney, did not put on a wit- 
ness, simply devoting his summation 
to an attack upon the prosecution 
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witnesses. The jury found Scaffa’'s 
story perjurious on three counts. 

In the Donahue case, the $245,000 
worth of stones were taken from Mrs. 
Donahue’s apartment in Hotel Plaza. 
A week later Scaffa was called in. 
That day he met a man named Sam 
Layton in the lobby of the Prince 
George Hotel. Scaffa had $75,000 in 
his pocket. Layton had the Dona- 
hue jewels in his. Scaffa beat Lay- 
ton down to a price of $65,000 and 
the money and jewelry changed

public announcement was made of the 
recovery of the gems. This was be- 
fore Scaffa had learned the advisqbil- 
ity of playing into the hands of the 
police, and the New York cops were 
furious.

Born in Sicily, Scaffa was brought 
to the United States as a baby and 
raised in New York City. As he grew 
into his ‘teens, Scaffa worked as a 
laborer to help his father, a small con- 
tractor, until he landed a job as of- 
fice boy in the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency. Growing into a handsome, 
olive-skinned young man, Scaffa 
learned the trade of detecting and cul- 
tivated a soft yoice and a pleasing per- 
sonality. He dressed conservatively 
in the Wall street manner. His bear- 
ing bred confidence. In 1921 he 
opened his own agency and for sev- 
eral years had hard sledding. But 
meanwhile he had been making val- 
uable contacts and the jewel insurance 
firms were finding him a valuable ally, 
with his small army of stool pigeons 
and informers. 
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His diplomatic -way, moreover, was 
a big asset. Many supposedly wealthy 
persons, the companies found, would 
fake a jewelry loss to get the insur- 
ance. After a session with the wily 
sleuth, they usually broke down, wept 
or blushed, and apologized and every- 
thing was dropped. The companies 
didn’t want publicity. When jewels 
were recovered, the public usually 
heard that they had simply been mis- 
laid by a careless owner. Neither the 
owners nor the insurance companies 
wanted prosecution and newspaper ac- 
counts. Close-mouthed Scaffa was 
given a regular retainer by many 
companies. And his bonuses were 
extra. 

After the Donahue trouble, Scaffa 
played up to the police handsomely. 
On a Scaffa tip, police raided a suite 
in Hotel Commodore in May, 1930, ar- 
rested six thieves and recovered §1,- 
300,000 worth of gems stolen from 
a score of victims. 


SCAFFA stool pigeon’s tip 
A enabled police to arrest Harry 

Stein in 1931 for the murder 
of Vivian Gordon, the Broadway but- 
terfly. Gordon beat that rap, but ad- 
ditional Scaffa information resulted in 
his re-arrest and a 25-year sentence on 
a robbery and attack charge. Scaffa 
also helped police run down the no- 
torious Harry Sitomer, jewel thief. 

Before the Donahue affair, Scaffa 
had attained considerable unwanted 
distinction by regaining possession of 
$158,000 worth of stolen gems for 
Mrs. Joshua Cosden and $33,000 
worth for Mrs, Stedman Bent of Phil- 
adelphia. The Bent jewels, Scaffa 
reported, had been thrown into his 
hotel window by an _ unidentified 
person. 

When $100,000 worth of merchan- 
dise was stolen from the Van Husen 
Charles Company of Albany; Scaffa 
recovered it, declaring that he had 
found it in two traveling bags 
checked in a railroad station. Other 
jewel solutions were listed as “found 
them in a dresser drawer’ or ‘‘located 
them in a closet where they had been 
mislaid.’"" The number of jewels 
‘“‘misiaid’’ was astounding. And al- 
ways the sad-eyed Scaffa would enter 
this modest disclaimer: “I merely fol- 
lowed ordinary police methods.”’ 

During the past eight years Scaffa’s 
services were sought in these jewel 
robberies: The James H. Snowdens. 
$100,000 worth; Mrs. Delos Blodgett 
of Washington, D. C., $100,000: Syd- 
ney Hutchinson of Beverly, Mass., 
$250,000; Wanamaker Stores, $200.,- 
000; Mrs. Isaac Emerson of Balti- 
more, $200,000: Mrs. Edgar F. Luck- 
enbach, $200,000; Mrs. Samuel Yaffa, 
$50,000; Mrs. Grafton Minot, $75,- 
000; Mrs. §S. Stanwood Menken, 
$200,000; Elisha Walker, $45,000; 
Herbert N. Straus, $90,000, and many 
others. Of these it is known that re- 
coveries were made in the Emerson, 
Wanamaker and Luckenbach losses, 
totaling $600,000. If any others were 
made Scaffa kept them successfully 
under his hat. . 

A bachelor, 46 years old, Secaffa 
lives quietly with his mother and his 
sister, who is a school teacher, in a 
Bronx apartment.

ordinary “royal big-wig,’’ nor was he 
an ordinary grocer. He was a miser- 
able failure at both and at heart he 
knew it, was sorry for it and was 
painfully frank in confessing it. His 
real name, from which no amount of 
intention, degradation and starvation 


could divorce him, was not Leopold 


Woelfling. He was born 67 years ago 
in the imperial castle of Salzburg, 
Leopold Habsburg, Archduke of Tus- 
cany. He was a nephew of Emperor 
Franz Joseph of Austria and, though 
his father, the fourth Archduke, had 
lost the throne of Tuscany, then an in- 
dependent state in Italy, Leopold was 
heir to numerous noble orders, a large 
fortune, his father’s Austrian estates 
and 11 Christian names. That he never 
came into anything save the orders 
(seven of them, counting the Golden 
Fleece) was almost entirely his own 
doing. 

For Archduke Leopold was not one 
of the legion of dispossessed European 
royalty—Hapsburg or otherwise— 
who have roamed up and down the 

continents after being disinherited 
by the revolutions that swept Europe 
after the war. He had handed in his 
resignation long before the war was 
considered, in the days when his cous- 


in, “that licentious cad,’ Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, still strutted re- 
Splendent through Vienna palaces, 


dreaming audibly ‘of the day when he 
would succeed to the imperial throne, 
not imagining in his wildest night- 
mares that that impatiently awaited 
event would be indefinitely postponed 
by the explosion of an assassin’s bomb 
in a little-known Bosnian town in 
1914... It was that same cousin—the 
man whose death at Serajevo precipi- 
tated the World War, which brought 
down thrones and thousands of the 
antiquated notions whereby the heir- 
apparent lived—-who brought about 
Archduke Leopold's abdication, one 
of the rudest shocks suffered by Vien- 
na’s nobility prior to the shock of be- 
ing torn up by the roots and suddenly 
consigned to tragedy and oblivion. 
Yet in the main Archduke Leopold’s 
defiance of the heads of his royal rel- 
atives was not Franz Ferdinand’s, but 
his own idea. 

How he came to do it is recounted 
in his “Life Story: From Archduke 
to Grocer” (E. P. Dutton & Co., Ine.). 
‘He came into the world half-way 


through the age dominated by his rel- 


ative, Queen Victoria. He was the 
Eldest of 12 sons and daughters. His 
father, though totally dissimilar to the 
Emperor in temperament and mental- 
ity, was one of Franz Joseph's most in- 
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He became a grocer, but failed in 
business. 
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> a. 
Finally he took to lecturing. 
timate friends, which meant that he 
himself was in line for a prominent ca- 
reer, should his own mind and person- 
ality be amenable to governance by 
the autocratic head of the family. He 
was educated for that role from the 
day he was weaned. At 9 he knew 
Italian, Serbian and German; held in- 
formal conversations with his haughty, 
reserved father in Latin. Even at that 
age he and his brothers and sisters 


were allowed only half an hour a day 
for play. The rest of the time,was 
reserved for a regimen intended to 
fill him full of manners, knowledge 
and a sense of their own importance. 

It took every ounce of persuasion 
of which his poor, brow-beaten father 
was capable to persuade the Emperor 
that Leopold should be allowed to 
enter the navy rather than the army. 
“You must understand,” the pempous 
Franz Joseph remarked in rejecting 
the proposal at first, ‘that in bring- 
ing up our families, our attitude has 
to be the reverse of the commoners’. 
Every sensible commoner takes care 
that his sons shall not be educated 
above themselves, but we royalties 
have to insure that, to fit them for 
their exalted rank, our sons are not 
educated below themselves.” In spite 
of which he finally allowed his nephew 
to become a naval cadet, though he 
insisted that he wear the order of the 
Golden Fleece, so that no fellow of- 
ficer should ever relax in his presence 
or presume too much intimacy. 

But Leopold was at heart a demo- 
crat—or what he conceived to be such. 
He sought desperately to break down 
the wall of sycophancy that hemmed 
him in, succeeded in making friends 
with his brother officers and learned 
to love his profession with an inten- 
sity only explained by the fact that 
even the discipline of the navy seemed 
mild by comparison with the repres- 
sive formality of his earlier life. But 
if he thought he had escaped into any- 
ting like freedom he was to be fiercely 
pulled up when he asked for permis- 
sion to marry. 

His inamorata was not a common- 
er, or even a girl of lower station than 
his own. If anything, her rank was a 
shade higher than his, for she was not 
only his first cousin, but also the 
daughter of Don Carlos of Bourbon, 
the fiery pretender to the throne of 
Spain. The fact that he and Elvira 
were very much in love, and had been 
for four years, was nothing in favor of 
their marriage, so far as the Emper- 
or was concerned. What was more 
important to him was the fact that 
he didn’t like the Carlists and their 
disconcerting attempts to capture the 
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The Strange Career of Leopold Woelfling Who Couldn't 
Be Friends With His Royal Austrian Family. 
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Spanish throne. “I shall not permit 
the union. ... My reasons are pri- 
vate and you have no right to ask 
them,’’ was his only reply to the pe- 
tition when it was presented by the 
boy and his royal parents. 

The unfortunate Archduke was only 
slightly injured at court by this re- 
jected petition. He was irrevocably 
ruined by his next run-in with the 
Empercr—or, more exactly, with the 
heir-apparent, the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, successor to the late 
heir apparent, who had been Archduke 
Leopold’s dearest friend. Ferdinand 
and Leopold, according to the latter, 
had hated one another since early 
childhood. But that didn’t ‘prevent 
the Emperor’s sending Archduke Leo- 
pold on a circumnavigation of the 
world as sole companion of Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand. : 

It was a hideous voyage, related the 
Archduke, for everyone concerned, in- 
cluding the officers of the warship on 
which he sailed as a Lieutenant. He 
had to hear his cousin slander the 
dead Crown Prince, the reigning Em- 
peror and himself every evening at 
dinner, : 

EOPOLD had to hold his tongue 
]_ urine interminable insults. But 

he refused to restrain himself 
when one night, in a drunken stupor, 
the Archduke Franz Ferdinand came 
up on the bridge and insisted on steer- 
ing their ship through a treacherous 
passage on a thick night. On that oc- 
casion he felt it essential to knock the 
heir-apparent: down. That ended his 
career in the navy and in everything 
else. Shortly afterwards he was back 
in Vienna, but not until after emissar- 
ies of the injured Ferdinand had start- 
ed a series of intrigues which ended 
by Leopold's incarceration in a Ger- 
man insane asylum. 

He finally escaped from that 
imprisonment by threatening to apé 
peal to the King of England—which 
might have caused an  interna- 
tional scandal—but his only possible 
course thereafter was to retire into ob- 


scurity. Even that 
could not have been 
an escape frem the 
tyranny of the 
court, however, 
Archduke Leopold 
eventually decided 
on a more drastic 


course. 

His favorite sis- 
ter, Luisa, had by 
this time become 


Crown Princess of 
Saxony. In the 
court at Dresden 
she was miserably 
unhappy. Every at- 
tempt to lead a nor- 
mal life of her own 
—even her friend- 
ship with the actress Eleanor Duse 
and her companionship with her own 
children—was ruthlessly suppressed 
by a father-in-law who was, if possi- 
ble, even less human than the Emper- 
or of Austria. Finally she appealed to 
her brother and they decided to escape 
together. But the only way they 
could make their divorce from the two 
courts absolute was to involve them- 
selves in scandals. Crown Princess 
Luisa decided to unite herself, though 
only in appearance, with her chil- 
dren’s French tutor. Archduke Leo- 
pold determined, though he was not in 
love, to marry a commoner. His choice 
was Wilhelmina Adamovics, a vaude- 
ville actress whom he had met as an 
army officer after his removal from 
the navy. 

When brother and sister departed

secretly from Salzburg and escaped 


across the border to Switzerland, it 
was a scandal among scandals. Mem- 
bers of the Saxon royal family came 
to plead with the Crown Princess, who 
was followed around by a small army 
of detectives. Had she yielded and 
agreed to return, she feared she would 
be held captive in a convent, or, more 
likely, a lunatic asylum. 


little actress, whom he scarcely 

pretended to love, they rapidly 
discovered they were incompatible. 
This came more and more to the 
fore. Leopold soon settled into a 
quiet life of his own, sailing, garden- 
ing and making meteorological ex- 
periments. He even went to study 
at Zurich, leaving his wife to 
the company of her sistersa—whom 
he didn't like. But when Wilhel- 
mina took up with a fantastic 
nature colony, whose members were 
vegetarians and nudists who didn’t 
believe in bathing, the Archduke— 
or Leopold Woelfling, as he had 
begun to call himself—sued for di- 
vorce. 

Almost immediately after winning 
this, he married a young woman whom 
he had met in a Swiss cafe and 
taken to live with him on the Riviera. 
He knew nothing about her beyond 
her name, Marie Ritter. Presently— 
before the marriage—he also discov- 
ered that she had led a rather free 
and easy life in most of the larger 
German towns, that she had a lover 
whom she had supported, and to whom 
the Archduke made a present of $1000 
as some compensation for taking away 
his livelihood. 

But what he didn’t discover until 
after the wedding was that Marie 
suffered from recurrent insanity, 
and was forever haunted by the 
fear of losing her mind. Eventually, 
when they separated after living in 
Paris and Cologne for some time, that 
is what happened to her. . 

All this took place before the out- 


. FTER Leopold had married the 
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The late Archduke Franz Ferdinand, whose assassination 
started the World War. 
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break of the World War. When that 
occurred he made several futile at. 
tempts to be reinstated in the Aus. 
trian Army. He had been allowed an 
imperial pension of $10,000 a year 
after he left Austria, but had been 


told he must never return. Liv. 
ing in Switzerland—where he had 
taken out citizenship papers—in 
Paris, Munich and pretty much all 
over Europe, was quite satisfac— 
tory until the time of the gen- 
eral mobilization. Then, being a 


trained officer in the army and the 
navy, he hoped desperately to be re 
called. But when his mother, from 
whom he had been estranged since the 
day he left Austria, went to the Em- 
peror to plead that the Archduke be 
reinstated, Franz Joseph was as tyran- 
nical as ever. 

“Your son, Leopold!”’ he said, 
‘‘Never mention his name to me again! 
To me he has been dead ever since the 
day I banished him, and to me and t 
Austria he always will be.”’ 


HE Emperor himself died be 

fore the end of the war and #0 
was spared the experience of 
finding that to Austria all the Habs 
burgs alike were dead. Leopold 
Woelfling was made aware of that 
change in the order of things by 
the discovery that his dwindling an- 


nuities had finally vanished alto- 
gether. After the war he was strand- 
ed in Berlin, penniless. Without 


home or friends he sought desperate- 
ly to find.a livelihood. It was 4 
stern test for his democracy. He was 
48. Such a situation was scarcely tol- 
erable, regardless of ideals. Leopold 
Woelfling had never considered the 
likelihood that he would have to earn 
a living. That hardly made him fit 
for the grocery business. 

Leopold Woelfling learned the hor- 
rors of cold and starvation. He tried 
desperately to earn a living, but the 
jobs he obtained were mostly tempo 
rary jobs, “freak’’ jobs. He addressed 
envelopes, acted inadvertently as front 
for a disreputable usurer, looked up 
the genealogy of a parvenue who had 
become rich by selling hand grenades, 
hawked sausages in Berlin, ran é@m 
rands, acted in a cabaret. His oddest 
job was as secretary to a fanatical 
anti-Semite engaged in promoting 4 
minor pogrom. This man was acclf& 
tomed to summon a servant by firing 
a revolver. His room was perforated 
with bullet holes. He ate breakfast 
early in the evening, attempted to tem 
rorize Berlin Jews by night. Whe 
Woelfling discovered the nature of bis 
employer’s avocation he had to make 
his escape and return to starvation 
He found other jobs—as translatot, 
as real estate salesman, as a commél 
cial foreign correspondence clerk. 4» 
ways he was forced to quit or ¥# 
fired. Then he consented to take thé 
part of Emperor Franz Joseph, 
old enemy, in a movie. 

This took him to Vienna again ané, 
though the movie was not filmed, 9% 
ing to the animosity of the Vienhes 
this marked a slight upturn in the for 
mer Archduke’s career.

N September, 1919, Ever- 

ett H. Fisher, radio oper- 

tor, first class, United 

States Navy, a gangling 

youth of 18 years, left his 

post in the radio room of 

a seized Austrian vessel 

and strode down the gangplank to be 
mustered out of service. 

Later, while he was packing his 
duffie bag, he noted that he felt prac- 
tically naked without a pair of head- 
phones clamped to his ears and it was 
with some difficulty that he overcame 


 g feeling of nostalgia for the sea that | 


almost sent him back aboard to sign 
up for another hitch. Because an 
even stronger longing made him de- 
cide to return to his home in St. Louis, 
the Police Department, which he 
serves as radio supervisor with the 
rank of sergeant, has had the advan- 
tage Of his penchant for inventing 
things. 

Sergeant Fisher was stricken with 
war fever in May, 1917, while he was 
struggling through a bookkeeping 
course at high school and he enlisted 
in the Navy at the age of 15 years 
and some odd months, an age which 
he increased by several years on his 
application blank for obvious reasons. 
At the Great Lakes training station he 
attained a sort of sluggish proficiency 
with the Morse code and asked to be 
sent to the radio division. His only 
previous experience with communica- 
tion was with a light he had rigged 
up on a standard on top his house to 
summon his neighborhood pals with 
a series of on and off signals that did 
not even remotely resemble the Morse 
code. 

At the Dunwoodie Naval Institute 
and at a radio school established at 
Harvard by the Navy, he says he 
learned just about all there was“to 
know about the radio communication 
of that day. 

His frequent trips on troop trans- 
port ships were a great joy because 
it was at that time that the Navy was 
experimenting with a miraculous new 
development called the radio tele- 
phone, He and other operators fid- 
dled with it at every opportunity and 
they were in high glee when they sent 
a message that was heard 50 miles 
away. 


HEN he returned to St. Louis 
W\ there was no way for a radio 

operator to make a livelihood, 
for radio broadcasting as it now is 
was still several years away. So 
he found a job as trouble shooter 
for an electric company and _ sat- 
isfied his yearning for radio by build- 
ing a transmitter and establish- 
ing himself as one of the early li- 
censed amateurs, or ‘‘hams,’’ as some 
members of that gentry later referred 
to themselves. 

Trouble shooting and ‘‘ham’’ oper- 
ating soon became dull and Fisher 
went to New Orleans where he got 
the kindof action he wanted as radio 
operator on fruit steamers running 
along the coast. He signed up with 
another line for longer cruises and 
suddenly, for a reason he cannot ex- 
plain, changed his mind and returned 
to St. Louis. 

Back home, he loafed for about a 
year and tinkered with his radio set. 
One day with a practical application 
of simple arithmetic he concluded that 
he had better get a job “‘or else.”” A 
friend of his spoke of the Police De- 
partment. Fisher had the height and 
heft and he was accepted. 

He walked a beat for a time and 
then was transferred to the Detective 
Bureau where he worked with the 
Liquor Squad—then known as the 
“Raiding Squad” because of its lively 
prohibition activities—for more than 
four years. But he continued his ac- 
Uvity as an amateur operator while 
he was not carrying crocks and bottles 
out of beer flats for the Police De- 
partment. 

His break came after he had been 
transferred to the Research Bureau, 
the scientific end of the police busi- 
hess, where he spent seven months. 

About that time occasional news 
items were coming out of Detroit 
about the short-wave broadcasting sys- 
‘em that was being installed there. 
The Chief of Police and the commis- 
sioners began to talk seriously about 
doing the same thing here. That set- 
tled it for Fisher. 

if there was going to be radio in 
police work he was going to be in on 
‘t. So he put in his application im- 
mediately. He was named assistant to 
another radio-minded detective who 
was chosen to take charge of the work 
of establishing a system here, but, 
When the first message was broadcast 
in August, 1930, Fisher was in charge 
and has been ever since. 

Now he had a workshop and labora- 
‘ory of his own on the roof of police 
headquarters. He liked to tinker and 
he began to spend his spare time 


there in research and development 
work. To date he has produced six 
devices, which are his own, for the 
Police Department. Five of them have 
been protected with the necessary af- 
fidavite for patents in case they are 
taken up commercially. He is now 
working on two things—he always 
calls his inventions “things’—which 
he believes are pretty important, but 
he won't say what they are. 

All of his inventions were born of 
necessity. The police radio system 
wasn't a month old when the dis- 
patcher found it wasn’t easy to tell 
readily which of the 179 radio- 
equipped scout cars were busy. This 
was important, since it would have 
been confusing if a car were instruct- 
ed to be at two places at the same 
time. The difficulty was explained to 
Fisher, by then a Sergeant, and.in a 
week he developed a wall map con- 
nected with a control box placed on 
the dispatcher’s desk. Now, when a 
car is given an assignment a small 
toggle switch is thrown and a red light 
indicating that car glows on the map. 
The dispatcher can tell at a glance 
what cars are available. 

One night an excited resident of 
South St. Louis called to report that 
there was a burglar in her home on 
an obscure block-long street. It took 
the dispatcher about five minutes to 
find the.quarter-inch line on the large 
city map that indicated the street, The 
delay gave the burglar ample time for 
a clean getaway. Sergeant Fisher was 
stumped for a while, but in four 
months he built an electrical street 
finder that will locate any of the 
hundreds of streets and intersections 
in the city in about two seconds. Vis-

OWADAYS, perhaps be- 
cause this is a realistic 
rather than a heroic age, 
few heroes are too ob- 
scure, few callings too 
lowly to be heard about. 
But one kind of hero and 
one career remain unsung. Almost no 
one pays any attention to husbands 
of celebrities—those unproclaimed, 
self-abnegating fellows always lurking 
in the shadow of the limelight, not 
even sharing a publicized name with 
their distinguished wives. 

Eugen Jan Boissévain is so con- 
tent with his lot that he doesn’t even 
want to have a career of his own, 
much less be known for his work. He 
has sacrificed his business career for 
his wife’s artistic one, and sunk his 
claim even to modest persona! distinc- 
tion in her claim to renown. He has 
even given up his job as an importer 
to keep his poet spouse, the famous 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, from being 
distracted from her job as a poet. Such 
is his modesty that he refers to her, 
when talking to strangers, as Miss 
Millay. 

Edna Millay’s husband hasn't 
donned her apron because he is in- 
capable of doing his own job compe- 
tently, but simply because he consid- 
ers her work far more important than 
his. One glance at him dispels all 
thought that doing a woman's work 
has made him effeminate. He is a 
broad-shouldered athletic man, darkly 
bronzed by exposure and radiant with 
a vigorous charm. In their household 
(they have a farm at Austerlitz, New 
York) he isn’t the kind of appendage

They 
soon became quite a problem, be- 
cause the officers found that they 
had to carry them whenever they 
left their automobiles so they wouldn’t 
be stolen or discharged by some 
curious citizen. The problem was 
turned over to the carpenter depart- 
ment.

A deranged man barricaded him- 
self in a downtown flop house one 
afternoon and sprayed the vicinity 
with bullets so thoroughly that the 
police were held back for about a 
half-hour. The same thing is not ‘like- 
ly to happen again, for a week later 
Fisher came out of his workshop with 
a bullet-proof shield that a policeman

vance behind in just such circum- 
stances. 

When Major Albert Bond Lambert 
was appointed to the Board of Police 
Commissioners, he visited Fisher and 
encouraged him to devote his en- 
ergies to anything he thought would 
improve the department. Fisher came 
through a while back when he ran 
across a treatise on the sellenium cell, 
a device which converts light into elec- 
trical energy. He went to his labora- 
tory after reading the article and built 
a machine that will determine wheth- 
er the headlights of an automobile are 
glaring in violation of a city ordi- 
nance. The device is now in use, re- 
placing an old method which de- 
pended more or less on the estimate 
of the testing policeman. 

Occasionally Fisher gets the depart- 
ment out of a tight squeeze with his 
craftsmanship. One Thursday a year 
ago the transmitting amplifier tube 
burned out and KGPC, the police ra- 
dio station, was off the air. After a 
series of telephone calls it was deter- 
mined that the nearest tube—a $350 
item—was at the manufacturer’s in 
Cincinnati. With a great deal of in- 
genuity and a hairpin borrowed from 
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a policewoman, Fisher used a modu- 
lator tube, an instrument designed for 
an entirely different purpose, and kept 
the station on the air until Sunday, 
when a new tube arrived. 

He is a bit bashful about a gadget 
he worked out at home recently, al- 
though he thought enough of its com- 
mercial value to file patent affidavits 
on it. 


HE invention consists of a small 
transmitter to be attached to 
an automobile and turned on 

by a secret switch when the motor- 
ist leaves his car. When a thief suc- 
ceeds in turning on'‘the ignition he 
causes the small transmitting set to 
send out a hum, which he, himself, 
cannot hear. The signal, which. is 
weak, can, however, he beard in radio- 
equipped scout cars when the stolen 
automobile comes within a half-block. 
When the stolen car draws up along- 
side the police automobile and starts 
to pass it, the hum becomes almost 


deafening and tells the police that a 
car at arms length is in the hands of 
a thief. It is up to them to figure 
out in what direction their man is 
driving. 

Fisher has a clocking device on his 
radio at home that turns it off 30 
minutes after he goes to bed—when 
he hopes to be asleep——and turns it 
on again in the morning when he 
should be waking up and taking no- 
tice of things. 

He thinks police work will be much 
swifter in 10 years than it is now. For 
instance, he believes that a radio tele- 
type will enable the dispatcher to send 
messages from a typewriter that will 
be received in every police car on 
something like a ticker tape. He also 
believes that policemen in the down- 
town section will carry short-wave re- 
ceiving sets on their Sam Brown belts 
as soon as a light storage battery can 
be devised. 

Fisher lives in a bungalow in North 
St. Louis with his two young daugh- 
ters and his wife, who is also a li- 
censed amateur operator due to his 
training. She is known to the ‘“‘hams’’ 
as W9PDK and he as W9TA.

As soon as the household 
companion is a woman, though, it be- 
comes a matter of false masculine 
pride and false logic. Everyone is 
astonished.”’ 

So in the Boissevain-Millay house- 
hold it is the Boissevain half who 
does the ordering, manages the farm, 
dictates letters, disposes of uninvited 
visitors. He has even been known to 
hitch himseif into an apron and get a 
meal or wash the dishes afterwards. 
But with all these responsibilities he 
still finds time to be a good compan- 
ion. He loves swimming, sailing, 
shooting, gardening; he has a zest for 
good eating, good drinking and stim- 
ulating talk. 

Although Boissevain is as modest 
and self-effacing as his job of secre- 
tary-housekeeper-companion implies, 
he is completely wrapped up in what 
he is doing, altogether satisfied by it. 
“It is a privilege,”’ he thinks, ‘‘to live 
with someone who is a stimulating 
and rare personality. Vincent and I 
may get into an interesting discussion 
at six in the morning, and at noon still 
not be dressed, still talking, tremen- 
dously excited by ideas. We read 
books together. We tramp‘about. She 
talks over a new poem with me. 

“Any day I may have an hour of 
extraordinary beauty in my life. It 
may be just walking down for the 
mail. Or out hiking in a sudden rain- 
fall. Or a conversation at table. And 
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her mind is so acutely intelligent and 
powerful. All the things are in her 
which make one at peace again with 
the human race... .”’ 

The Boissevains have been married 
for 12 exciting years. During that 
time Miss Millay has been awarded 
several honorary doctorates, has writ- 
ten the libretto for the first success- 
ful American opera, “The King’s 
Henchman,” has been locked up for 
demonstrating against the Sacco-Van- 
zetti death sentences, and has pub- 
lished a good many poems. A month 
before bei.g married she was award- 
ed the 1922 Pulitzer prize for poetry.” 


HETHER her placid life with 
W boiserain has improved her 

writing or not is a question for 
the critics to determine. It is true that 
many of the verses which made her fa- 
mous were written before she was 
married—in the days when she was a 
siender schoolgirl, a Vassar under- 
graduate, a hungry Greenwich villag- 
er, writing: 


Still must the poet as of old, 
In barren attic bleak and cold, 
Starve, freeze, and fashion verses to 
Such things as flowers and song and 
you. . : 
Boissevain doesn’t demand that his 
wife write prolifically unless she hap- 
pens to want to.

Theirs is a free, an idyllic and 
enthralling marriage, because, as the 
husband explains they have never 
taken their love for granted.

Indefinite Period

CHICAGO. 
HE State of Illinois, and 
the people of Illinois, have 
a problem in Cook County 
jail. The problem is Mrs. 
Daisy Tegtmeyer—a well- 
behaved problem ordinar- 
ily,. says the matron, 
though out of hand once in while, be- 
Cause she contends she is there un- 
justly; in her own words, “held for 
$30,000 ransom.” 

She ts there under sentence for con- 
tempt. She has been there two years. 
Her “anniversary’’ was July 27. And 
it seems doubtful to her, and to her 
attorney, that she will ever get out. 

Her offense was the failure, or re- 
fusal, to answer questions despite or- 
ders by Superior Court Judge Hugo 
Frnend, now in Appellate Court. The 
Questions occurred in estate litigation 
Which began 10 years ago and is still 
goirg. They concerned her disposition 
of $30,000. She insists that the mon- 
ey belonged to her and not to the 
trust; that’she has given the only an- 
Swers she knows; that she cannot an- 
Swer further. 

And therein this state and its people 
have the makings of an impossible di- 
lemma. A dearth of information on 
the fate of the $30,000 led to the offi- 
Clal impression, even in the face of Ge- 
nial and the absence of direct evidence, 
that there might be something to with- 


hold. Mrs. Tegtmeyer went 
to jail on a writ of ne 
exeat — a device used 
against elusive husbands 
by alimony-hunting wives 
—which was superseded 
five months later by con- 
tempt proceedings. 

For the one horn of the 
dilemma, even her attor- 
ney, Harry H. Felgar, con- 
cedes that-a court must 
enforce its orders by the 
means open to it. For 
the other, it grows more 
doubtful with every day 
Mrs. Tegtmeyer spends in 
jail that the means taken will ever 
accomplish their object. 

With every day, says Felgar—who 
emphasizes that Mrs. Tegtmeyer was 
not advised by counsel to withhold any 
information—it becomes more clearly 
possible that, 50 years old and not 
well now, she may die in jail without 
ever giving other answers than she 
already has. And yet he sees no way 
for the court to recede after going 
this far. 

He points to similarities and con- 
trasts in the case of Harry F. Sinclair, 
who went to jail rather than answer 
the questions of a Senate Oil Investi- 
gating Committee. Sinclair never an- 
swered, but in a few months he was 
out again, thumbing his nose at a 
newspaper correspondent.

ramid of the Sun, the Pyramid of the 
Moon and the Temple of Quetzalcoatl. 

It happened that the day for the 
celebration would come at a time 
when there were many tourists in 


Mexico; some 3500 of them had been 
attracted by the international conven- 
tion of Lions Clubs at the capital. So 
the Government decided to have the 
affair put on in the best style possi- 
ble and spent 100,000 pesos on it. 
Carlos Gonzales, designer and authow 
ity on Aztec and Mayan cultures, was 
commissioned to supervise the cos- 
tumes and settings. Seats were erect- 
ed on three sides of this ‘citadel of 
the dead.”’ 

Despite a broiling sun, 20,000 spec- 
tators attended the festival, occupying 
all the seats and overflowing to 
mounds and grass plots in the vicin- 
ity. Among them were cameramen 
and sound recorders from movie stu- 
dios. They were rewarded by seeing 
what has been called the most spec- 
tacular pageant ever held in modern 
Mexico. 


UIDED by ancient documents, 
(5 the 2000 actors and actresses, in 

their bizarre and symbolical cos- 
tumes, went through strange dances, 
pantomimes, ritualistic ceremonies 
which gained special dramatic effec- 
tiveness from the setting, with its 
monuments of a distant past. There 
had to be some: modification, of 
course, of the original celebration, for 
in the days when the Aztecs celebrat- 
ed the “renewal,” such  festivi- 
ties were marked by human sacri- 
fice; obsidian knives gleamed in the 
hands of priests and hearts of 
victims were torn out for the edifica- 
tion of Aztec gods. 

But even without the final realism 
of actual blood-shedding, it was easy 
to remember that such excesses of a 
sanguinary religion had been common 
in that place of ancient pyramids and 
temples. 


She Can’t or Won’t Answer 


Questions Put to Her by the 


Appellate Court -and She Can’t 
Get Out Until She Does. 


Bachrach investigated 
and found no place for 
such interference, 
theugh a higher court 
might, if it so found, 
take a hand.

Tegtmeyer says, de- 
spite the presumption 
that keeps her in jail, 
she has no funds for 
appeal. 

A curious but not 
unique element is inject-

assets they can in an 
estate, which may, before 1929, have 
“looked big.’

Frank Tegtmeyer had not 
been heard from, and, since more than 
the legal seven years had elapsed, the 
remaining heirs of her father-in-law 
decided it was time to claim and di- 
vide the missing brother’s share. 

Mrs. Tegtmeyer and her husband 
had made investments that prospered, 
and they had held their property joint- 
ly. And so, contending that the $4000 
had been commingled with it, her hus- 
band’s brothers made their claim 
against her. 
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While the litigation was dragging 
on, she sold for $48,000, gross, an 
apartment building which represented 
an original investment of $18,000. She 


"get aside $10,000 in a Chicago bank 


to cover whatever settlement the court 
might call on her to make. The $10,- 
000 was invested in securities which 
have materially depreciated. 

Of the net proceeds, says Mrs. Tegt- 
meyer, there remained $30,000, which 
she considered her own. She was 
@sked to account for it. It was on this 
point that her answer failed to satis- 
fy the court. She said she lost some 
of it ‘‘on the ponties.’’ 


F her responses were interpreted 

as indicating that she considered 

the questions irrelevant, an at- 
torney commented, the court would 
still have to hold that it was 
up to the court, and not the witness, 
to determine what was relevant. She 
says now that she lost heavily on in- 
vestments, that she has given the 
court the fullest accounting in her 
power, and that she has nothing left. 

Public Defender Bachrach made his 
investigation in March, when she 
wrote a letter of complaint to Chief 
Justice Denis Sullivan of the Superior 
Court. She said her health was fail- 
ing, the diet at the jail disagreed with 
her and she was helpless to comply 
with the court’s order. 

With her hope of relief from that 
source ended, she sees only one chance 
for freedom.
